He set forth the reduction in the 
cost of telephones since the Bell 
patents ex pired some y ears age, 
and ex plained the terms of his pro­ 
posed franchise, and asked for an 
ex pression of the views of the busi­ 
ness men of Sedalia. 
Mr. McDaniel, of Kansas City , 
representing the Missouri and K a n­ 
sas Telephone company , replied, 
stating that the com pany ’s rates 
had been lowered since the ex ­ 
piration of the patents, and held 
that the independent 
companies 
had not proven satisfactory where 
tried. 
He said Sedalia has now as 
low rates as other cities of the 
same class, and as low as can be 
made profitable to the company .

A. Walker, of Pleasant Green, an­ 
nouncing the death in Kansas City 
of his brother, John R . Walker, 
whose critical illness was chroni­ 
cled in Friday ’s D e m o cr a t . 
Mr. 
W alker was well and favorably 
known in Sedalia and Pettis coun­ 
ty . 
The following account of his 
last illness and death, 
together 
with a biographical sketch, is taken 
from 
the Kansas 
City Star of 
Saturday afternoon : 
John R. Walker, former United 
States district afurney , one of the 
foremost members of the Kansas 
City bar, a man who has been 
prominent in Missouri for thirty 
y ears, died at 8 o’clock this morn­ 
ing at his home, 523 Olive street. 
His death was not unex pected. In­ 
deed, 
his phy sicians were 
sur­ 
prised by iiis lenacity to life. 
For 
two weeks 
he 
hatl 
been 
near 
death. 
Dr. 
Perkins, 
Dr, Wain- 
wright and Dr. Hy de have been 
waiting on him at frequent inter­ 
vals. 
\ esterday 
Mr. 
W alker’s 
condition 
was 
practically 
un­ 
changed. 
His vitality 
was low, 
as it 
had 
been 
fur 
a 
week, 
but he 
took 
nourishment 
well 
and had some strength. 
A t 
i 
o’clock this morning there came a 
change. 
Suddenly the patient be­ 
gan to sink. 
Dr. Perkins and 
Dr. Hvde were called to see him. 
Dr. Perkins was with the dy ing 
man two hours and Dr. Hy de was 
at his bedside until the end. Deatli 
was due to inflammation of the 
lining membrane of tfie heart, pro­ 
duced by grip. 
The arrangements 
for the funeral 
have not been 
made. 
Mr. W alker had alway s been a 
man of rugged health and strength. 
He had iittie sickness in his life 
until last fall, when he had rheu­ 
matic troubles and a severe cold. 
His friends observed that he look­ 
ed tired and haggard, and they 
often spoke to one another about it. 
In November Mr. 
Walker went 
into the prosecution of D. V. Rie- 
ger and R. D, Covington, former 
officers of the Missouri National 
bank, 
with'' all his force. 
He 
worked night and day in the prep­ 
aration and prosecution of the case. 
The result was that D. V. Rieger 
was sentenced to the penitentiary 
for six y ears. 
Mr. Walker, who was special 
counsel for the government in the 
case, was ex hausted by his labor« . 
He caught the grip, and Sunday , 
January 7 , he went to bed. 
The 
doctors were called, but there was 
no apprehension of danger until 
Thursday following, then the heart 
trouble developed and the patient’s 
condition became critical. 
His family had been prepared to 
ex pect the end, and when Mr. 
W alker died these were around his 
bed : 
His wife, 
who had been 
Miss Alice B. Ewing, and was a 
daughter of Judge E. B. Ewing, 
at one time on the supreme bench 
of this state; his son, 
John R. 
W alker,'jr., 17 y ^ears old, a pupil 
of the Central high school; his two 
y ounger children, Ewing, aged 14, 
and Brevord, aged 6; his sister, 
Mrs. John L. Hickman ; his broth­ 
er, Addison Walker, 
of Cooper 
county , and his brother’s wife. 
Mr. W alker had one other brother, 
James Walker, of Raton, N. NI. 
His oldest daughter, 
Miss Alice 
Walker, died in September, 18 9 S. 
John R. Walker was 54 y ^ears 
old and he began the career wiiich 
made him prominent in this state 
soon after he was old enough to 
vote. 
He was born in Pleasant 
Green, Cooper county , Mo., March 
18 , 18 46, and was fitted for college 
by F. T. 
Kemper at Boonville, 
Mo., in the Kemper school. 
He 
went to Yale and was in the class 
of ’68 , but left college in his sopho­ 
more y ear. 
In 18 67 he went to 
Bates county , Mo., bought a large 
farm and engaged in raising stock. 
From 18 7 0 to 1S7 2 he represented 
Bates county in the Missouri legis­ 
lature and was chairman of the 
committee on elections. 
He was 
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J. II. Buthweli, Pres.
